Rs m a r k s .—W e have had but one Call of snow in this month, which happened 
on the 21st, with e brisk wind from the N.N. W. in depth 2 1-2 inches, and whicli 
entirely disappeared before the end of the month., The Vercury, with no varia­ 
tion on that day, from aun-rise till 4 o'clock, P. M itoodat 15°, when the wind, 
veering to the N. W. wefting with It the clouds, soon gave us a clear atmosphere» 
but gradually increased the cold'.; and at 10 o'clock at night, the Meteurv was at 
7°, and remained so Hill 7 o'clock on the following morning. 
We note th h par* 
ticularly the weather et that time es uncommonly severe, bec tuse the clearing of 
the woods, and the rapidly increasing cultivation of the count’y, have cvid:ntly of 
Iste years retarded the commencement of the winter, and peculiarly tempered tho 
month of December *, and also because the current of‘cold air was at that time«in- 
gularly more intense to the southward and westward, .tft^n to the northward and 
eastward of Rhode-lsiand.-r-At Ellison's mills, near Baltimore, the Thermometer 
stood at 3° below 0; at Ncw-York|#3 above ; but at Boston, only 13 .ibove 0.
